1,—All seeds entered for compe- 
tition must have heen grown by the 
v~hititor dnringthe-vear4 913 . 

2:—No seed’ shall” bé ‘admitted! 
for competition for prizes unless the 
quantities of seed for sale, as per 
sample exhibited, are at least 50 
bus. of wheat, oats er barley; 20 
bus. of speltz; 5 bus, of flax seed, 
timothy seed or field peas; 1 ba. of 
garden peas. 

3.—In classes 1-10 inclusive, one 
bushel of seed shall be shown in 
classes 11-18, a falf-bushel. All 
exhibsts of seed shall be held to be 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4.—No premiums shall be award- 
ed on exhibits that contain impur- 
ities which, in the opinion of the 
judge, are of a noxious nature. 

5.—No exhibitor shall receive 
more than one prize in any class, 

6.—All samples of seed must be 
enabled after judging, with the name 
and address of the expibitor, the 
name of the variety, the amount of 
seed for sale and the selling price. 

7.—Entry fee shall be 1-10th of 
prizes won to non-members and 
free to members of the Gleichen 
District Agricultural Society. 

8.—In case of dispute, a statutory 
declaration that the above rules 
have been complied with may be 
required from each or any exhibitor 
of seed, ' 

9.—All exhibits for competition

Clays Laboratory 

The clays laboratory which is now 
being equipped under the department 
of geology at the University of Alber- 
ta, will be used not only for teaching 
purposes, but also for the physical 
testing of clays, one of the chief nat- 
ural products of the province, The 
Samples sent to the laboratory will be 
tested to discover the exact type of 
article which can best be manufactur- 
ed from them, whether common brick, 
fire brick, tile, sewer pipe, porcelain 
ware, earthenware or china. Until 2e- 
contly most of the clays found in Al- 
berta have been tested in the east. 
The presence, in the centre of the pro- 
vince, of a fully equipped laboratory } 
of this kind, should greatly help to 
dovelop an industry, the miat- 
erlals for which lie so ready to 
hand. The Geological Survey have be- 
fun an examination of the clays found 
in the western provinces and it is in- 
tended that the laboratories will make 
a more systematic study of the clay 
resources within the province,

Interesting incidents in the fighting 
in France are describod in letters

Corporal S. W. Bown, of the 1st 
Battalion Scots Guards, has written 
from a British hospital to his mother 
at Dalbeattie, giving some particulars | 
of the battle of the Aisne, in which; 
he was wounded, On the Sunday af- 
ternoon the Black Watch and his | 
regiment had it very hot, and at night} 
were ordered to the trenches, but the} 
Germans knew the position and drop-! 
ped shells over them all night. Next! 
morning, he says, I thought we were 
going to see them off quite easily, for) 
they went away back about a mile on} 
to a hill; but it was only a trap, fon 
they waited on us and shelled us aw- 
ful. 1 got up the hill, and got my sec-/ 
tion (14 men) over the ridge. Then 
they dropped five or six shells right} 
on top of*us. [f was the only one lett, | 
and I had my knee blown off and cuts | 
on my face, T tied a field dressing 
round my leg (a sergeant put it on 
awfully well for me), and I went into 
it with the Black Watch, for I lost 
my own regiment. I had to stick it in| 
the field all day, and the fighting was 
awful, The tmans had all their} 
big guus firing on us, and couldn't 
get our guns up to fire back at them. 
It was just like “Hell turned loose.” 
I never expected to get out of it alive. 
Well, after lying half the night in the 
open, among the dead Germans and’ 
our own dead, I got strength enough 
to crawl back, and inanaged to find a 
hospital about 12 o'clock at night. I 
never got any sleep that night; but 
guess what the Germans did in the 
morning? They blew the hospital up 
in the air. I happened to be near the} 
door, so I got away all right; but L) 
got another hit in the back that flat- 
tened me out for a while, I missed all 
the ambulances through this. The 
next carts that came along were the! 
ammunition ones. The driver helped | 
me on to the back of one, but I had} 
hardly the strength to hang on. The} 
Germans shelled all these carts for) 
miles, and the horses of the one [ was! 


}on got hit with a shell, and I had not | 


the strength to climb on to another | 
one, The drivers were hurrying away 
for their lives, so I had to scramble 
aloug for two miles on my own to a 
big barn, which they called a field lics- 
pital. | 

Corporal Frederick Charles Tooney, 
of the ist Battalion Gloucester regi-| 
ment, who returned home to Reading ; 
wounded, related a terrible story of 
the diabolical actions of the Germans 
after the capture of a number of 
French, Belgian and British wounded 
soldiers in ambualnce wagons. The} 
Germans conveyed them to a large 
building, affording them little surgi-| 
cal or medical treatment. The food 
they gave them consisted chiefly ot | 
apples and pears. After the eleventii | 
days the Cermare offered: them their | 
liberty if they would disclose the! 
plans of the Allied Armies. Refusal} 
meant death, and they were given four 
hours to consider the position. Long 
before the expiration of the time the 
Germans led out six Belgians and 
Frenchinen who had refused informa- | 
tion, cut off thcir ears, gouged out} 


ally bayoneting them to death, The 
British led out were lashed to trees 
and given two hours to disclose in- 
formation, All had refused and were 
nearing their doom when field artil-| 
lery came up and shelled the Germans, 
inflicting great loss on them an: re- 
capturing their comrades, Corporal 
Tooney said that it was no uncommon 


ly wounded into trenches and practi-| 
cally bury them alive. Many of these 
were sued by the Allied Army and 
their saved. Many of the Ger- 
mans were found to have thrown away | 
their ammunition, refusing to fight) 
any more, as they were practically) 
starving. 

A large number of wounded soldiers 
were dischargea fYom Birmingham 
hospital recently, and they left for 
various parts of the country on fur- 
lough, 

Private Goode of the Royal War- 
wicks, in an interview said that when 
they left St. Nazaire the officer told} 
them that the war would be all over} 
before Christmas, 

Private Gardiner, another member} 
of the same regiment, said that sold-; 
iers nowadays did not see a lot of the! 
fighting, though they saw enough of 
the results. The. artillery and the 
Maxims seemed to be playing an in- 
creasing part and lessening the num- 
ber of bayonet charges and exciting | 
episodes, 

Private Wright of the 3rd- Cold-} 
stream Guards, who was formerly a 
motorman on the Birmingham trams, 
and who is in Leicester hospital, writ- 
ing to his friends, says: “Just a line 
to let you know I am still kicking, | 
though rather teeble. 1 had the mis- 
fortune to be too near a shell when it} 
burst, and,a piece of it struck me, 
injuring my shoulder and ribs, We 
had a very rough time, and I got oft; 
lucky, 1 think I have been in five 
big battles, and out of our battalion 
there are over 700 casualties. My 
word, It was a proper slaughter- 
hous?, The German losses were terrif- 
ic. On August 25 we had a very hot 
affair; there were just a fow of us, 
and we were attacked by a force of | 
1,800, We were fighting for five hours 
continuously, and were not more than | 
500 yards from the enemy, We made! 
three bayonet charges, and they retir- | 
ed. Their losses were enormous; we! 
did not do so bad,” ' 

A survivor of H.M.S, Hogue, a stok- | 
er named James Warner, whose home | 
is in Birmingham, in a graphic story 
of the aisaster to the British cruisers, 
says it was a bright, clear morning, 
with a big swell on the sea, when the} 
Hogue was informed that the Aboukir | 
was foundering. Without excitement 
boats were lowered, and all loose tim- 
ber and other buoyant articles which 
might be of assistance to men in the 
water were thrown overboard, The! 
Hogue then steamed to the assistance 
of the Aboukir, and while under way 
was struck by two terpedoes about} 
three feet below the water line, Al- 
most immediately afterwards a third 
torpedo hit the ship, which began to 
settle, The men were then ordered 
to fetch hammocks, and to look out 
for themselves, the ship mearwhile 
threatening to keel right over. Many

Lance-Corporal G. Percy, ist Cold- 
stream Gaurds, woh was wounded in 
the early stages of the battle of the 
Aisne, writing to relatives in Blyth, 
Northumberland, from Woolwich hos- 
pital, describes the battle as a terrible 
one. He received a bullet wound in 
the right foot on the second day of 
the battle. On the morning of that 
day he says. “We went out with 270 
and returned with only 70.” The Ger- 
mans are bad fighters; they rely on 
their big guns, and won't come out to 
fight with their rifles. They are the 
biggest cowards I have ever seen. 
They put up their hands to surrender, 
and when you go for them they turn 
Maxim guns upon you. So now we! 
take no notice cf the White Flag, but 
charge them with fixed bayonets and 
show them no mercy, which they ask 
for in cvery charge, After being 
wounded I was put into a barn, but we 
were shelled out of it by German big 
guns. They fired on the Red Cross 
while we were being conveyed to hog- 
pitals. 1 have seen three battles and 
got hit in the fourth. Lance-Corporal 
Percy was a footballer at Blyth before 
he joined the Coldstream Guards.— 
Glasgow Herald,

We 
spotted their accent at once. 

“They have been stripped of 
rifles, ete., by the Germans, who then} 
let them go. One of the men says 
the Germans have orders to treat the 
English wounded with tenderness, so 
the German doctors have done a! 
great deal for our wounded. These} 
men say that after Mons ai! our} 
wounded would have died but tor the! 
German doctors. 

“A Belgian lieutenant came _ into 
this restaurant for lunch who has! 
been through seventeen engagements | 
and still is not wounded,” | 

A letter has been received frofu | 
Captain J. B. George, of the Royal 
Irish regiment, who was revorted as 
missing and badly wounded, stating | 
that he is in a Red Cross hospital at 
Mons. He adds: 

“T had bad luck. I was knocked out} 
in the first half hour. 1 was two days | 
in a German hospital. They could 
not have treated me better had I been 
the crown prince, from the lowest 
orderly to the senior medical officer, | 
I hope you will tell this to anyone who 
is running down the Germans.”

German and British Cruisere 

Now that the Heligoland fight has 
seen British and German cruisers ex- 
changing broadsides, naval journals 
are discussing the relative merits of 
the two national types. For years 
Germany hag been building what the 
German admiral staff terms “small 
cruisers,” These vessels can be dis- 
tinguished by their bearing the names 
of towns—Leipsic, Karlsruhe, Emden, 


| Madgeburg, etc.—and are all of small 


or moderate size, great speed and 
light armament. British cruisers are 
not standardized in the same way; 
but of late years the admiralty has 
been building a number of very fast 
ships, some larger, some smaller, than 
the German “small cruiser,” but all 
more heavily armed. The -German 


ships are all armed with the 4,1 inch | 


gun, a weapon which fires a 35-pound 
shell, and probably can be discharged 
with great rapidity. The British 4- 
inch gun is a lighter weapon; the earl- 
fer “marks” fire a 25-pounds shell, and 
the projectile from the later patterns 
weighs 31 pounds. The British cruis- 
ers, however, usually mount 6-inch 
guns as well as the 4-inch weapons, 
and the G-inch shell weigns 100 
pounds.

How Von Buelow Fell 

One of the special correspondents 
at Ostent has learned the exact cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
yeneral von Buelow at the battle of 
Haelen. 

At this battle a lad of 18, stand- 
ing alone in a mass of dead, saw 
about 800 yards distant an officer 
studying a map, The youngster 
crawled quickly amongst the corpses 
of his comrades until he was within 
400 yards of the officer, Then he took 
careful aim and fired, The officer 
fell cead. Rushing up to the body 
the Belgian discovered to his sur- 
prise that it was that of General von 
Buelow. 

Taking off the General's boots and 
donning his uniform he managed to 
pass through the German lines. As 
he approached the Belgian army he 
discarded the German helmet and put 
on his own cap in fear that he might 
be shot. 

Subsequent examination of von 
Buelow’s garment led to German 
notes to,the value of 136,000 francs 
being found in the vest pocket, and 
this money King Albert has turned 
over to the Red Cross organization. 
In his jacket was a secret pocket 
containing memoranda full of inter 
Peli detatis~ ebonrt—tre- -hattietteh> 
and the future intentions of the Ger- 
mans, 

On hearing of the lad’s brave deed 
King Albert, after presenting him 
with the dead general’s horse and 
pocketbook, gave him on the spot 
the Order of the Knight of Leopold.

Three steam trawl- 
ers, the Silanion, Prince Victor and 
| Straton, steamed up and rescued a 
| larger number of those who were 
| struggling in the water. 

As Skipper Wicks, of the Straton, 
| was driving in among the wreckage, 
; the lookout man forward sighted two 
{mines ahead. “Look out, skipper, two 

mines ahead,” he called. “Can’t heip 
it,” shouted the skipper back, “it’s 
risking lives to save lives. And he 
| hazarded his ship to get alongside an 
| overturned boat to which a dozen men 
{and women were clinging. Even as 
| they reached it a woman with an in- 
fant in her arms released her hold 
‘and fell back into the water, but the 
chief engineer, James Rannard, fully 


| clad, dived overboard, caught the wo- _ 


| man, and swimming on his back, sup- 
| ported her and the child until the 
crew could pass a line and pull them 
to safety. The work of rescue went on 
lat a feverish rate, for more than two 
hundred people were saved before ths 
Runo, which all along had been, as a

; Russians, When her new owners 
searched her a singular discovery was 
made. It is thus described in a dis- 
| patch trom Petrograd, dated Sept. 3, 


‘appearing in the London Morning 
| Post: 
“Considerable sensation has been 


| created here by discoveries made on 
boarc the German cruiser Magdeburg, 
that was blown up after going ashore 
at the entrance of the Finnish Gulf. 
; Among the articles lying on the decks 
;on the after-part, where boats were 
lowered for the majority of the crew 
to escape on the accompanying de- 
| stroyers, were several specimens of 
the old ‘cat of nine tails.’ When the 
Russian authorities went through. the 
ship they found one of these instru- 
ments in every officer's cabin, and all 
bore signs of long, and, in some cases, 
of hard usage. 

“These curious attributes of naval 
rank are all alike in haying a handle 
eight inches long, with a loop for the 
wrist. From the other end depend 
nine leather thongs of formidable ap- 
| pearance, nearly as thick as the little 
| fin and twelve inches long. In 
each case the officer's name was in- 
{scribed on the handle, These ‘cats’ 

were handed round for press inspec- 
tion last night at the Naval General 
Staff headquarters. Those left lying 
on deck ahd apparently played their 
| habitual part in speeding up the Ger- 
}man ‘Jackies’ during the neryous op- 
{eration of lowering the boats to es- 
cape from the cruiser lying comfort- 
able aground. It is considered here 
that the little instruments tell a most 
interesting and significant story oL 
the procedure on voard the ships of 
‘the Royal German Navy, and provide 
yet another illustration of the sys- 
tematic savagery of that Germanism 
dating from 1870, which has replac- 
ed the good old culture of an earlier 
and better Germany,

HUGE COLONIZATION 
SCHEME LAUNCHED: 


WOULD BE AID TO EMPIRE 
Plan to Bring Eight Million Additional 
Acres in the West Under 
Cultivation 

To bring under cultivation millions | 
of acres. of land, now non-productive, | 
is the aim of a colonization scheme, 
launched by the Regina board of trade, 
It is generally conceded that the de- 
mands on Canada for grain will in- 
crease owing to the lack of produc: 


{tion in France, Austria and Russia, 


resulting from war. Prices are ex- 
pected to materially increase, there- 
by making farming much more profit- 
able, It is pointed out by the Regina 
board of trade that if all the heads of 
families who are trained farmers, 
were given 160 acres each, 8,000,000 
additional acres of land would be 
brought under cultivation. 


An exact copy of the memorandum 
prepared by the Regina board of trade 
dealing with the matter, follows: 

At the present time thousands of 
capable laborers, who before coming 
to Canada were engaged in farming 
occupations have been thrown out of 
employment by the shutting down of 
public works, railway construction, 
city building and other work, These

“A million men maintained in the 
field and equipped with everything 
that science can invent or money 
can buy, maintained and supported 
by the resources which, while we 
maintain command of the seas, we 
can draw from every quarter of the 
globe and feed up steadily to their 
full strength until this war is set- 
tled in the only way. I come to ask 
you for this with great confidence, 
because it can quite easily be done as 


the scale in our favor. in my opinion, 
it is only a question of time and Brit- 
ain holding firm. It is only a question 
of how much blood is to be sbed, and 
the more men we can send the less 
the slaughter will be.”

Results At The 
Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm 


—— 


Interesting figures showing com- 
parative results of dry Jand and ir- 
rigation farming have been made 
by the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Lethbridge, a copy of 
which has been sent to the CaLy 
with a request that it be published. 
Experiments extending over a peri- 
od of seven years are very conclu- 
sive in their evidence of the in- 
creased returns made possible by 
irrigation, as the following table 
will indicate:

These figures show for the périod 
of seven years, wheat under irriga- 
tion, yielded an aqerage of 20 bus- 
hels per acre more than under dry 
farming; oats yielded 42 bushels 
more, barley 89 bushels more and 
potatoes 259 bushels more. 

It should also be noted that un- 
der irrigation very successful crops 
of alfalfa were grown which not 
only were very profitable in them- 
selves, but maintained and increas- 
ed the fertility of the soil. As 
summerfallow isgunnecessary where 
an alfalfa rotation can be establish- 
ed the farmer’s land is producing a 
crop every year under irrigation ~as 
against every second year under 
dry farming practice. 


Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes up an estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an Fodad tf cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter. The bran 
re.

The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed.
